TEXTILE LABOR REFORM. 

The proposal of the Cotton Jex- 

‘ tile Institute to abolish the night 
work of women and children in the 
cotton mills of the nation is making 
Significant progress. The prospect 
is that very soon the elimination 
will be accepted by the industry 
throughout the country. That con- 
summation will be of signal bene- 
fits to the mill women-workers and 
minor children, and to the mill in- 
dustry at large. 

Some resistance to the movement 
has appeared in certain mill com- 
munities in the southeast where one 
or more influential mill executives 


still favor using women and minors | 


in night shifts. But the great ma- 
jority of southern textile executives 
are strongly supporting the elimi- 
nation program of the Cotton Tex- 
tile Institute. 

The resisters are seeking to 
arouse prejudice against the pro- 
gram on the pretext that it is a 
movement by mill owners in the 
New England -region to cripple 
southern mills and save their own 
mills from decimating. southern com- 
petition. That argument is su- 
premely absurd, Efforts were made 
here in Atlanta 25 years ago to 
have the Georgia general assembly 
prohibit the employment of women 
and minor children in cotton mills 
at night labor. It was northern 


mill investors in and managers of | 
southern mills who strenuously op- | 
posed and defeated such legislation. | 


And it has been such eminent textile 
executives as W. D. Anderson, of 
Georgia, and Donald Comer, of Ala- 
bama, together with 30 more lead- 
ing cotton manufacturers of the 
south, who have started and are 
pressing for this economic and hu- 
manitarian reform.

In any event American labor must 
be protected from further home- 
field invasions of the cheap and 
hungry workers of the outside 
world.

The Beer and Wine Nonsense. 

Proposals are being made in con- 
gress now to so modify the Volstead 
act as to allow such states as want 
them to have 2.75 or 4 per cent beer 
and “light wines’ of 10 to 14 per cent 
alcoholic content.

National Referendum Bosh.

There is no warrant in the consti- 
tution for any such referendum. When 
it was proposed in tongress before the 
Civil War to submit such referenda on 
slavery issues, and after the Civil 
War to submit. referenda on_ the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendment 
proposals, it was clearly pointed out 
and admitted that congress has no 
constitutional right to submit such 
moot questions to the national electo- 
rate, either in general or by states. 

Congress cannot invoke the suffrage 
of the peop except when and as the 
constitution provides—and it does not 
provide for trial referenda.

One of Two Ways Only Open. 

The anti-prohibitionists have two 
ways of legitimate and plausible pro- 
cedure and must adopt one or the 
other. ; 

They can continue on the long, slow 
and uneertain road ~to secure two- 
thirds of a congress and three-fourths 
of the 48 states to favor repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment ;* or, 

They can campaign to induce the 
legislatures of 36 states to make a de- 
mand upon the congress to convefie a 
constitutional convention to propose 
a repeal amendment. 

Such a convention came near to be- 
ing ordered by the state Jegislatures 
in the cases of the sixteenth, or in- 
come tax amendment, and of _ the 
seventeenth, or popular senatorial 
election amendment. 

In that way, certainly, the repeal- 
ers can learn just how far the people 
are with them.

tax refunds, $33,697,000 for national 
defense, and $22,000,000 for interest 
on the national deb*t. 

Total receipts for 1932 exclusive 
of postal revenues were estimated at 
$4,085,119,000 and total expenditures 
at $4,054,519,000. Receipts for the 
current year were set at $3,834,865,- 
000 and expenditures at $4,014,941,- 
000. 


(Editer’s Note—The following material 
treats in detail with various phases of the 
government's business a6 touched upon in 
the president’s budget message to congress. ) 


Public Buildings 


An increase of $83,401,933 in the 
cost of public works to be construct- 
ed by the government in 1932 as 
compared with 1931 was recommend- 
ed to congress today by President 


Hoover. 
In his second budget message the 


executive asked for a total of $402,-|! 


510,579 for public works in 1932 as 
compared to $319,108,646 in the pres- 
ent or 1931 fiseal year and $270,- 
513,476 in the 1930 year. Among 
the larger items for the public works 
program are 1,805,000 for public 
buildings and $125,000,000 for high- 
way construction. 

The cost of the highway construc- 
tion made the publie works program 


tal expendituge under this head to 
$68,288,500. © 


The navy was allotted $10,178,100, 
of which $10,000,000 would be spent 
in building. barracks, shops, hangars, 
floating s, sea walls and 
piers and. $178,100 for improving 
roads, railroads, walks, landing fields, 
seaplane runways and grounds. 
The department of justice’s pro- 
gram called for total expenditures of 
$2,514,135 to be used in construc- 
tion work at existing prisons and ex- 
tension of its prison building pro- 
gram, 

$7,000,000 Increase. 

The interior department’s program 
of public works was estimated to 
cost $37,440,623. for 1932, an in- 
crease of $7,000,000 over the present 


year and $21,000,000 more than in} 
1930 


- The major project was the 
Boulder canyon dam, for which $17,- 
000,000 was asked. Roads and 
trails in-national parks would cost 
$5,000,000, the same as the present 
year,. while the reclamation projects 
of the department were estimated to 
cost $8,000,000. Construction of In- 
dian schools, telephone lines, drilling 
wells, irrigation works, roads, bridges 
and miscellaneous items made up the 
remainder, Among the miscellaneous 
projects was education of natives of 
Alaska, which would cost $146,000. 
while medical relief in Alaska was 
listed at $26,000. 

The department of commerce was 
given $3,215,100 under the program. 
Of the amount of $1,411,500 would be 
spent on aviation, $920,000 on the 
lighthouse service, and $448,500 on 


fish cultural stations. 


The executive offices and independ- 
ent establishments came in for a total 
of $19,065,816, of which hospitals, 
homes and other buildings for care of 
war veterans would receive $11,350,- 
000 and the supreme court building in 
the District of Columbia $4,250,000. 

The legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment was allotted $9,744,000, of 
which $3,800,000 was for the new 
house office building and $3,368,250 
for completion of the senate office 
building. 


National Defense | 


The United States will spend $690,- 
,000- for national defense in the 
next fiscal year, if congress adheres 
to the budget estimates forwarded to- 
day by President Hoover. 

This is nearly $34,000,000 less than 
defense appropriations for the cur- 
rent year, -but the contemplated use 
in 1932 of unexpended balances would 
almost offset the decrease. 

The president asked $28,300,000 for 
construction of naval vessels next 
year, a decrease of $21,100,000. But 
utilization of a large unexpended bal- 
ance resulting from delay in building 
pending negotiation of the London 
treaty would bring the 1932 construc- 
tion total to $51,600,000. 

These funds would be used to carry 
forward work on the aircraft carrier 
and seven of the light aiatoses carry- 
ing eight-inch guns authorized in 
1929, and for work on the incomplet- 
ed light cruisers and submarines be- 
ing constructed under prior authoriza- 
tions. 

“The construction of those vessels 
now authorized which are permitted 
by the London treaty should now go 
a without delay,” the president 
said. 

He noted that the government 
could build three more eight-inch gun 
cruisers by 1935, under the London 
pact, if it desired, but that the re- 
maining five under the 1929 15-ship 
program would have to carry guns of 
less than eight-inch caliber. 

An estimated 1932 expenditure of 
nearly $30,000,000 for army and navy 
aviation was listed. This contem- 
plates the procurement of a minimum 
of 787 airplanes, engines and acces- 
sories. 

A total of 392 planes would go to 
the army, leaving a possible short- 
daze of only 66 in the authorized total 
of 1,648. The national guard now 
has its full complement of 152 planes. 

The naval aviation expansion pro- 
gram authorized by congress and call- 
ing for 1,000 planes and two rigid 
airships will be completed this fiscal 
year, as far as the planes are concern- 
ed. The estimates, therefore, provid- 


replacement planes and $1,675,000 for 
the completion of one airship and con- 
struction of the other. 


Government Functions |

Of every dollar which must be spent 
next fiscal year, President Hoover es- 
timates 41.11 cents must go to sup 
port the military functions of the gov- 
ernment. 

In his annual budget message today 
he placed the military functions cost 
at $1,616,387,115. 

General law enforcement through- 
out the nation was estimated at $53,- 
507.182. an inerease of approximately 
$2,000,000 over the present year. 

The cost of civil functions — the 
executive estimated $963,055,587, or 


194.48 per cent of the total, general 


functions at $243,438,104, or 6.19 per 
cent, and non-functional activities at 
$1,109,961,605, or 28.22 per cent. 

Under the military Meg ae — 

resident listed general expenses 
national defense at $604,286,556, 
buildings and sites at $24,302,818, air- 
eraft at $32,195,565 and naval con- 
struction at $28,300,000. He placed 
the cost of military pensions, annu- 
ities, compensation, homes and hos- 
pitals for war veterans and life in- 
surance claims at $927,302,176. 

In the next largest item, the non- 
runetfonal expenses, the fixed charges 
on tHé public debt formed the greatest 
cost for the year. This was estimated 
at $1,049,500,905 with refunds, losses 
and miscellaneous charges amounting 
to $60,451,700. ve 

Under the civil functions public im- 
provements, including roads, rivers 
and harbors, flood control and miscel- 
laneous, were estimated to cost $263,- 
069,005 while promotion and regula- 
tionvof agriculture was to cost $1957,- 
691,465. Promotion, regulation and 
operation of marine transportation 
was listed at $92,497,468. 

Under general functions the cost of 
administration of the government was 
set at $133,965,476.

No Efforts Will Be Made 
To Help Transient s, 
Body Decides at Meet. 


Atlantans will be given jobs through 
activities .f the Atlanta Better Busi- 
ness Commission, a group of influen- 
tial and leading Atlantans named to 
provide more positions for unemploy- 


,} ed, it was decided Wednesday after- 


noon at a meeting of the commission 
at which the organization was per- 
fected. 

Under the direction of a committee 
headed by Cator Woolford, president 
of the Atlanta Retail Credit Com- 
pany, close scrutiny will be given 
each application, and transients will 
not be placed. The resolution order- 
ing the committee to take such ac- 


tion was offered by Councilman Wi- 
ley L. Moore, chairman of the finance 
committee of council. 

Fulton county commissioners and 
the council of the borough of Atlanta 
were asked to refrain from. giving 
financial assistance to any relief work 
unless recommended by a committee 
of the commission headed by Samuel 
\. Dobbs, president of the Dobbs 
Mortgage & Investment Company. - 

Appointment of an executive com- 
mittee composed of chairmen of the 
various subcommittees of the commis- 
sion by Frank H. Neely, general 
chairman, was announced at the ses- 
sion, 

In addition to Mr. Neely, Mr. 
Dobbs and Mr. Woolford, the follow- 
ing compose the committee: 

George T.. Marchmont, chairman 
wage stabilizqtion committee, charged 
with co-oper*’ ng with contractors 
and labor leaders in arriving at a fair 
price and stable rates for all types of 
building; H. Lane Young, chairman 
of a committee on state work which 
will attempt to push any state im- 
provement program to meet any emer- 
gency which may develop in Atlanta 
this winter; Kendall Weisiger, chair- 
man job extension committee, to en- 
courage new jobs and extension of 
work to the greatest number of in- 
dividuals; A, Steve Nance, chairman 
borough and county work committee, 
charged with responsibility of push- 
ing any publie works contemplated in 
the near future; John K. Ottley, 
chairman federal building committee, 
to push the proposed new postoffice, 
improvements for forts, roads and 
federal hospitals; P. l. Glenn, chair- 
man industrial committee, for stimu- 
lation of new construction and exten- 
sion in industrial lines, and Ben §S. 
Reed, chairman public utilities com- 
mittee, to stimnlate repairs and ex- 
tensions to public utilities. 

“Despite the fact that Atlanta is 
in the best condition of any large city 
in the entire country, I feel that we 
"can not provide jobs for the unemploy- 
a the whole southeast,” Mr. Dobbs

“We are in the throes of a kind of 
hysteria in Atlanta. Things are not 
nearly as bad as we are painting 
them. I have visited almost all of the 
important cities in the country within 
the past few months, and I tell you 
Atlanta is in the best condition of 
them all, 

“There is. no need to get panicky. 
Atlanta is in good condition. I ven- 
ture to say that at least half of the 
unemployment is due to transients.” 

Mr. Moore then made his motion to 
put the commission on record as op- 

extension of help to others than 


“This commission cannot hope to do 
effective work for Atlanta, if it is to 
attempt to provide employment for the 
entire southeast,” he said. “People 
are rushing into Atlanta by the hun- 
dreds. Just as soon as a new project 
is announced, they come here ex- 
pecting to find a Utopia where all 
their economic ills will yanish. At- 
lanta will have hard enough time this 
winter in caring for its own citizens, 
and this commission should put the 
world on notice that it can not care 
for all the unemployment.” 

Other Help Frowned On. 

_ Mr. Dobbs was author of the mo- 
tion which was passed unanimously 
asking the county and city govern- 
ments to refrain from giving any fi- 
nancial aid to any relief work unless 
it is recommended by the emergency 
relief and welfare committee which he 
heads, 

“If we are to do effective work, and 
serve the interests of the needy in a 
maximum manner, we must not cater 
to sentimental appeals,” he declared. 
“We could establish a bread line any- 
where at any time if we just set one 
up. Some people are that way, If 
funds are needed, I feel sure our com- 
mittee will be able to provide them 
and administer them through the Com- 
munity Chest or its agencies to the 
best advantage. 

“There is no need for a large group 
of individuals to attempt to do the 
work singly. What we need is whole- 
hearted co-operation in the attempt to 
provide jgbs for the honest people who 
want to provide for themselves,” 

Firms to Add Employes. 

In presenting a partial report of 
the investigations of his committee 
Mr. Woolford declared that 68 lead- 
ing firms in Atlanta reported that 
5,082 are employed as against 5,372 
last year. He was informed, he said, 
that none would be cut off during 
December, January and February but 
that nine would be added. Execu- 
tives informed him that 141 were 
being kept at work in those firms who 
actually were not needed, 

“That is the type of co-operation 
we are going to get from business 
and it is indicative of the fine and 
loyal manner in which they are going 
to back up the work of this commis- 
sion,” he said. “They are to be con- 
gratulated on their co-operation and 
we on having such a fine set of men 
to deal with.” 

“This commission ean function ef- 
fectively only through the eo-opera- 
tion of business, industrial, commer- 
cial and every other interest in At- 
lanta,” Mr. Neely declared. “We must 
have that or our efforts will meet 
with dismal failure. It is encourag- 
ing to see the big men of Atlanta 


success.”

The program preceding the gover- 
nor’s address was brief, consisting of 
two baritone solos by Fred Botts, 
assistant manager of the foundation.

patient ever treated for infantile pa- 
ralysis here, Governor Roosevelt being 
Fuller Callaway, Jr., sov 
of the founder of the Callaway mills, 
presided in the -bsence of Cason J. 
Callaway, president of the mills, who 
was unable to attend. 

The governor's address took up the 
problem of the ever-growing cost of 
government in the last 30 years. He 
pointed out that in his lifetime he 
has seen the annihilation of the great 
whaling industry of former years. He 
said he saw the beginning of the cot- 
ton manufacturing industry in New 
England and now is seeing its grad- 


| ual death there, with cotton mill own- 


ers wondering whether to close up 
their factories or move them south. 
Methods of manufacturing and sell- 
ing in cotton mills, as well as most 
other industries, have changed in this 
period of time, he pointed out, and 
the same has happened to government. 

“Government costs.” he said, “have 
mounted because of increasing activi- 
ties recognized as belonging to gov- 
ernment. Among these are improved 
methods.of handling prisons which 
seek to restore convicted persons fo 
society as better men than those which 
enter the prisons; state care of menta! 
defectives, involving medical research 
and attention that restores a larger 
percentage to society was mentioned, 
as well as similar work for cripples.’ 
Other rapid changes in standards of 
living have brought such things as im- 
provement of highways, he added. 

“All of these things cost money,” 
Hoosevelt asserted, “and 
there are many who wonder where the 
money is coming from to pay for them. 
Many communities have already bor- 
rowed so much money they are actual- 
ly bankrupt.” 

Governor Roosevelt warned “That 
the tremendous business of govern- 
ment will continue to be wasteful un- 


less the electorate takes an active in- |

A message 
was read from Governor Roosevelt, of 
New York, expressing regrets that he 
could not be present. 

Dr. Hubbard told how Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, suffering from infantile 
paralysis, went to Warm Springs for 
several years and was greatly bene- 
fited by the water and the climate 
there. Grateful, the governor estab- 
lished the foundation and an _ insti- 
tution was built for treatment of the 
after-effects of infantile paralysis. 
Governor Roosevelt spends part of 
every year at Warm Springs and is 
vacationing there now. 

Miss Alice Plastridge, chief physio- 
therapist of the foundation, who ac- 
companied Dr. Hubbard to Macon, 
spoke of the body-building benefits re- 
ceived by many - patients at Warm 
Springs since Governor Roosevelt es- 
tablished the foundation. Both she and 
Dr. Hubbard. praised the New. York 
executive for the work he has done 
at Warm Springs. 

Miss Dora Kershner, superintend- 
ent of nurses at the Oglethorpe private 
infirmary here and president of the 
Sixth District Nurses’ Association, 
told the doctors of the importance of 
co-operation in maintaining the reg- 
istry of the association. She said that 
bi-monthly meetings have been plan- 
ned for the nurses of the association. 

Dr. Grantham, whose subject was 
“Surgical Renal Tuberculosis,” em- 
phasized the necessity of treatment to 
the kidneys of tubercular patients, 
even if the case is pulmonary. Any ir- 
ritation of the bladder or pain in the 
kidneys should have expert attention, 
especially if the patient is inclined to- 
ward tuberculosis, Dr. Grantham said. 

The speaker said the disease could 
be permanently cured, he believed if 
the patient received early treatment— 
correct food, rest and sittnshine—with 
proper medical attention before the 
case reached the “danger point.”

Bev years ago the N.C.&ST.L. Railway operated 76 passenger trains daily. Today 
it operates 36. The movement of local package freight is less by half, or more. One- 

fourth of its agency stations have been closed. Nearly forty miles of track have been 
abandoned and torn up. Every possible economy has been practiced to save other portions 
of the line, but the eventual abandonment of further branch lines is possible if their disuse 


continues. 


These facts are of public concern. Nothing can take the place of railroad transport for 
the major needs of this country in hauling coal, ore, metals, logs and lumber, cement, stone, 
cotton and cottonseed, and other raw materials for manufacture and construction, or meats, 
grain, vegetables and fruits for food. Railroads are indispensable. Reason dictates that the 
exactions placed on them shall be no greater than those placed on other and competing 


transportation agencies. 


The railroads recognize that the public is entitled to the form of transportation it prefers, 
but urge that all forms of competitive common carrier service be put on equal terms. It is 
unfair and uneconomic to require railroads to provide and maintain their own roadway, 
engines and cars and pay taxes on them in all counties, municipalities and taxing districts 
through which they run so long as their competitors are permitted to use for profit the 
highways provided for and by the general public, without paying a fair charge for such 


“ + 


investment cost, maintenance and use. 


The railroads build and maintain their own roadways. All elements considered, this 
costs them nearly one-third of every dollar taken in. Carriers for hire by bus and truck have 


no such comparable expense. 


Railroads are strictly regulated in almost all their activities. They cannot choose whom 
they will serve, nor the classes of freight they will handle: they are held to rigid requirements 
in the observance of uniform and non-discriminatory rates, details of service, safety appliances, 
working conditions of employes, and other matters considered to be in the public interest. 
No comparable requirements are enforced on most other public carriers of freight. 

Nothing herein is directed at privately-owned motor cars or trucks used in business or 
personal service. In the four States in which this railway runs there are 1,745 passenger busses 
and a large number of trucks operated for hire. Aside from their direct competition with the 
railroads, these commercial vehicles add greatly to the burdens of the highway and cause 


great inconvenience to the motoring public. 


The rates paid by those who patronize these trucks and busses do not reflect the full 
cost of the service. The actual cost is the rate PLUS a proper share of the taxes and charges 
the public pay to provide and maintain highways which these commercial busses and trucks 


use to make money for themselves. 


The railroads contribute tremendously to the commercial welfare 
through their purchasing power, their payrolls, the taxes 
reach, and cbove all, through their indispensable service 

_ This Railway asks no favors. It does seek to be placed on a fair basis with its com- 
petitors, It makes no war on other agencies of transport. It believes in the survival of ‘the 


fittest when the test is on equal terms, with equal opportunity. 


If the integrity of railroad service is to be maintained, the public, through its con- 
stituted authorities, will need to correct some of the inequities which now exist.

PETITION 1S. AMENDED 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 3.—(P) 
Three purported creditors of Caldwell 
& Company, who recently instituted 
involuntary bankruptcy proceedings 
against the investment banking house, 
today filed an amendment to their 
petition alleging that in September 
“while insolvent” Caldwell & Com- 
pany transferred $3,840,000 in securi- 
ties to the Bank of Tennessee. 

The action was cited as an addi- 
tional act of bankruptey. The com- 
pany is now in federal receivership. 

Attorney-General L. D. Smith has 
said that the state superintendent of 
banks required the Bank of Tennessee 
to deposit additional collateral of ap- 
proximately $3,840,000 after he ex- 
amined the bank in September and 
pronounced its condition “unsatisfac- 
tory.” 

The Bank of Tennessee was a sub- 
sidiary of Caldwell & Company. 

Cumberland county, with a claim 
for $50,000 against Caldwell & Com- 
pany, entered its claim in both the 
involuntary bankruptcy proceedings 
and in the present receivership of 
Caldwell & Company today. 

The petitions alleged that highway
